important men in Germany / the SS or Black Corps from which he 
Gestapo grew, now Wsmbers 300,000 men who have penetrated every 
branch of German life} it has 14 schools in the Reich which 
take* boys of VZ and give them 6 years of free schooling an 
indoctrination into the philosophy of the SS.
